Berlin. Nov. 23 (A*)—Rumania, a 
foe of Germany in the World War 
two decades ago, joined the Nazi- 
sponsored Axis alliance today. 
With 
this 
diplomatic 
stroke, 
Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler 
formally 
pushed the Axis sphere deep into 
the Balkans to a point less than 
250 miles from the vital Darda­ 
nelles. 
Rumania's premier, General Ion 
Antonescu, accompanying his ac­ 
tion with flowery language, signed 
the pact which already linked 
Germany, Italy, Japan and Hun­ 
g ry . 
The tenor of General Antones- 
cu's remarks was that the Axis 
power* have victory over Britain 
in their grasp and that Rumania, 
in joining up, Is helping to con­ 
struct a new order. 
He said Rumania joined the Ax­ 
is inwardly long ago. 
Contrary to expectation, Hitler 
w hs not present at the ceremony 
formally affiliating the Balkan na­ 
tion with the original 10-year mil­ 
itary and economic three-power 
pact signed by Germany, Ital; and 
Japan September 27. 
Congratulates Rumania 
Nazi Foreign Minister Joachim 
Von Ribbentrop, in a brief address 
on behalf of the original three 
powers, 
congratulated 
Rumania 
and her leader. 
"We are convinced,** he assert­ 
ed, "that today a further step 
toward final victory of our good 
and just cause has been taken." 
He expressed joy that two na* 
; tions of southeastern Europe — 
Hungary, which joined four days 
ago, and Rumania—w-’re the first 
to adhere to the pact because in 
his opinion these states, hi no oth­ 
ers, “were victims of politic.-.! in­ 
terests 
non-indigenous to 
this 
area." He obviously meant Britain 
and France. 
Antonescu stressed that Ruma­ 
nia's joining with the alliance is a 
"fundamental act of a new orien­ 
tation of the Rumanian state”; in 
other words Rumania may now be 
expected to break more than ever 
with the past associated with the 
name of the abdicated King Carol. 
Already in Rumania are Ger­ 
man troops in unannounced num­ 
bers,

People More ‘Flag Conscious* 
Both agreed that people today 
'.cern to be m ore ‘flag conscious” 
than ever before. They said. too. 1 
that occasional errors in display 
of the flag arc caused by lack of 
know ledge of specific detail, ra th e r 
than lack of respect, for the S tars 
and Stripes. 
Based on the Flag Code, listed 
in the American Legions revised 
1939 M anual of Ceremonies, c er­ 
tain fundam ental rules of heraldry 
govern proper display of the colors. 
The m atter becomes simple if one 
keeps in mind the fact th a t the 
flag represents the living country 
and is itself treated as a living 
thing. The union of the flag is the 
honor point; the right arm is the 
sword arm 
and, 
therefore, 
the 
point of danger and hence the 
place of honor. 
The flag should be displayed 
only from sunrise to sunset, or 
between such hours as m ay be 
designated ny proper authority. It 
should 
be 
hoisted 
briskly, 
but 
should 
be 
lowered 
slowly 
and 
ceremoniously. The flag should be 
displayed on all national and sta te 
holidays and all historic or spec­ 
ial occasions. 
However, since it is the emblem 
of our country, it should fly from 
every flagpole every day through­ 
out the year, w eather perm itting.

Other Regulations 
Besides illustrat ions show n, other 
regulations concerning flag display 
are:

of honor, a t the speaker’s right. 
It should never be used to cover 
the speaker’s desk nor to drape 
over the front of the platform .

WASHINGTON.—As far as one of 
the largest employers of labor in the 
United States is concerned, it’s still 
a man s world. 
The railroad industry, with more 
than 1,000,000 persons on its pay­ 
rolls, ocers opportunities to young 
men trained in science, engineering, 
commerce, finance and law, but lim­ 
its its hiring of women mainly to of­ 
fice workers and telegraph opera­ 
tors, according to a study recently 
made public by YNA Administrator 
Aubrey Williams. 
An annual personnel turnover of 
more than 50,000 assures trained 
men of positions in the industry, the 
report declares, 
concluding that 
"whatever the degree of mechaniza­ 
tion, the railroads will always need 
large numbers of men to insure safe 
and efficient operation and satisfac­ 
tory service."
